Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), the Tariff Authority for Major Ports hereby amend the Scale of Rates lor cost 
based revision of cargo related charges and container handling charges of the Cochin Port Trust as in the 
Schedule appended hereto. This notification.will be in supersession of all the earlier notifications of cargo- 
related tariffs at the Cochin Port Trust.

ORDER 

(Passed on this 5th day of December 1998) 

This case relates to a proposal of the Cochin Port Trust (COPT) about 
cost based revision of cargo-related charges and container handling charges. The 
proposal is based on expenditure levels of 1995-96. Even on this basis, the 
revision required is of the order of 56%; if expenditure levels of later years are 
considered, the revision may have to be higher; but, the Port has proposed a lower 
hike in tariffs so as to attract more traffic. The final proposal of the COPT is to 
increase cargo-related charges in respect of ‘containers’ by 25% and in respect of 
other cargo by 35%. 

2.1. In its anxiety to retain a competitive edge in tariffs, the COPT has not 

reckoned with major items like probable impact of the impending wage hike and the 
higher maintenance dredging cost estimated. The port has made a reasonable 
judgement to show that the shortfalls on this account will be made good by an 
increase in the number of vessels calling, increase in traffic, and increase in 
accruals of finance and miscellaneous income. 


MR?T TT5m : 
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2.2. The proposal has in the main been formulated keeping in view the 

following strategic points: 

(i) . Recovery of costs. 

(ii) . Adequate return on investment. 

(iii) . Maintenance of a competitive edge over neighbouring Ports. 

(iv) . Growth of container traffic envisaged in the expansion programme. 

(v) . Standardisation of rates. 

3. Comments were called for from various port users / representative 
body of port-users and a joint hearing of the case was also held on 25 June 98. 
Based on the deliberations at the joint hearing, the COPT has submitted a revised 
proposal entailing an increase of 25% in respect of containers and 35% in respect 
of other cargo. 

4 . The COPT has also adequately clarified the points raised before and 
during the course of the joint hearing. On the basis of the information and data now 
furnished, the revision proposed appears to be reasonable. Exchange rate 
variations will give some additional revenue from vessel-related charges to the 
COPT which may take care of the moderation proposed for container related 
charges. 
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5. In the discussion at the Authority’s meeting, the following points 

emerged: 

(i) . The revision of cargo-related and container-handling charges had 

been long overdue. Although the delay involved in this case could 
have implications for the validity of the rates applied during periods of 
‘interregnum’, it was noted that the COPT had itself requested only 
approval of the new rates on a prospective basis; in other words, there 
was no request for ex post facto ratification of anything done in the 
past. Accordingly, the Authority gave only prospective consideration 
to the case. 

(ii) . The Authority was happy that serious efforts were being made at the 

COPT to streamline the systems and accounting procedures so as to 
facilitate rationalisation of the tariff setting process. 

(iii) . With reference to the objection raised by the Indian Potash Limited 

(IPL) about charges being levied for services not rendered or facilities 
not provided, it was noted that, in the Workshop on Guidelines for 
Tariff Regulation organised by the Authority in Chennai in February 
98, a Guideline had been adopted to the effect that port trusts should 
not charge for services not rendered or facilities not provided. But, 
this Guideline only represented a principle to be incorporated in the 
Regulations to be notified by the Authority. The Authority had not 
been able to do that because the Port Trusts had not been willing to 
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discuss operationalisation of the Guidelines until the role and functions 
of the Authority could be authentically defined by the Government. 
That being so, no practical benefit could flow from the said Guideline 
to the IPL in respect of its representation. However, as and when the 
Guidelines were included in the Authority’s Regulations for notification, 
they would be available for prospective application. 

(iv). It was noted that the accounting system and the existing details had 
been closely scrutinised during the process of examination of the 
proposal. A long list of points was given to the COPT for rectification 
of errors, removal of ambiguities, elimination of overtaps, elaboration 
of information, and clarification of doubts. These details were also 
taken up for discussion at the time of the joint hearing. With reference 
to the discussions at the joint hearing, some of the issues were 
referred again to the COPT for re-verification. The final picture 
emerging from all this exercise was found to be reasonable and 
acceptable. 

* In the result, and for the reasons given above, the proposal of the 

COPT for an increase in cargo-related charges @ 25% in respect of container¬ 
handling and @ 35% in respect of other cargo was approved. The relevant details 
of the revised proposal are attached as Annex — I; the condition^ governing 
application of the rates are attached as Annex - IT.

GENERAL CONDITIONS 

1. EXTENT OF APPLICATION: 

The charges as prescribed in Scale of Rates shall be levied on 
all traffic and services dealt within the limits of the Cochin 
Port Trust. 

2. GOODS TO BE PLACED AT APPOINTED PLACES: 

All goods intended, for shipment or landing within the Cochin Port 
Trust shall be placed at such place or places as the Traffic 
Manager may prescribe from time to time. 

3. MINIMUM CHARGE TQ BE COLLECTED : 

The minimum charge recovered in any application/bill shall not be 
less than Rupees Fifty (Rs.50.00). 

4. ROUNDING OFF; 

a. Claim in each bill will be rounded off to the nearest Re.i/-. 


b. Unit of measurement or volume expressed in decimals shall be 
rounded off to the next higher digit. 

5. REFUND: 

a. Refund of dues paid shall be considered on submission of 
refund application within six calender months from the date of 
first payment duly supported by documentary proof of short 
landing, short shipment, excess collection or erroneous 
collection etc. 

b. Port Trust may, on its' own motion consider any refund of dues 
collected in excess or erroneously without any refund 
application. 

c. No claim of refund will be entertained unless the amount 
refundable is Rupees Five Hundred (Rs.500.00) or more. 

6. DELIVERY/SHIPMENT OF CARGO OR CONTAINERS: 

Cargo/containers shall not be delivered/shipped unless all the 

dues payable to the Port are made. 

7. PAYMENT OF DUES & PENAL INTEREST 
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Delay in payment of dues against the services rendered by the 
Coahin Port Trust beyond the 10th (tenth) day from-the date of 
issue of intimation of the accrual of charges or - the date of 
issue of the bills, whichever is earlier, will attract a penal 
interest <920% per annum subject to a minimum of Rupees One 
Hundred (Rs.100.00). Financial Adviser & Chief Accounts Officer 
may, on the merit of the case, consider to waive the penal 
interest, in case'the delay in making the payment against the 
bill issued by the Cochin Port Trust, is due to the reasons 
beyond the control of the defaulter.

1. FILING OF REQUISITION: 

Requisition for the use of equipments shall be made to the 
competent authority on the applications forms prescribed by the 
Port Trust Administration and should be filed at least 8 hours 
before the time it is required. In case the services is required 
on a holiday/Sunday the requisition should be filed 24 hours in 
advance. This is to facilitate the planning for the following 
shift/working day. 

2. USE OF EQUIPMENT: 

Equipments shall be spared for use subject to availability during 
the working hours notified by the Cochin Port Trust from time to 
time, based on the priority of requisition determined by the 
Cochin Port Trust. Equipments shall be used only when they can be 
spared and normally for use within the limits of Port. 

3. COMMENCEMENT OF CHARGES: 

The charges will commence from the time equipments are moved 
(unless otherwise specified in the schedule) till the time they 
are discharged. 

4. EXTENSION OF REQUISITION: 

When the equipment requisitioned is required for a longer period 
than initially required, fresh requisitibn shall be filed one 
hour before the expiry of the initial requisition period. 

5. CANCELLATION OF REQUISITION: 

a. Cancellation of requisition shall be made atleast 2 hours 
before the commencement of period for which the service is 
requisitioned. 

b. Cancellation charge of requisition shall be as follows: 

i. Charge as specified in the respective schedule under the Scale 
of Rates; or 
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ii. a minimum of Rupees One Hundred (Rs.100), 

whichever is higher. Cancellation charges shall not be refunded. 

c. However, if the Port, in order to suit its' convenience, does 
not supply the equipment as per the requisition, requisition 
cancellation charge shall not be collected. 

6. USE OF PLANTS & EQUIPMENTS BEYOND PORT LIMITS OR FOR SPECIAL 
PURPOSES:- 

If an equipment is intended to be used for any purpose outside 
the Port limits , the rates for such use shall be 200% of the 
respective rates for the equipment given in the Scale of 
Rates, unless otherwise specified in the schedule of rates. 

7. CRANES FITTED WITH GRAB: 

The charges for the use of grab shall be levied separately in 
addition to the charges for the cranes applicable as per the 
rates given in the Scale of Rates. 

8. OPERATION OF PLANTS & EQUIPMENTS: 

a. Operation of the Port's plants and equipments shall be within 
the prescribed parameters for loading, movements and safety 
and they shall not be used for any purpose other than for 
which it is requisitioned. 

v 

b. The Port shall only man and work the cranes. The labour for 
slinging and unslinging the cranes shall be provided by the 
user concerned. 

c. The user shall not put on hooks of the c\~ e, any load heavier 
than the rated capacity of the equipment. 

d. Ship's officers must see that the Port's plants or equipments 
work quite clear of ship's gear and all obstructions. 

9. RECOVERY OF DAMAGES: 

a. The cost of damage caused to the equipment or any other 
property shall be recovered from the user in addition to the 
penalty and shall include even the replacement value of the 
plant or equipment, 

b. The Port Trust Administration shall not be responsible to the 
user or any person for any loss or damage or injury to life 
arising directly or indirectly from use of the equipment 
during the period of requisition. The user shall indemnify the 
Port Trust Administration against all loss or damage or injury 
to life arising directly or indirectly from use of the 
equipment during the period of requisition, to any property 
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belonging to the Port including the equipment, or to any other persons or 
property. The liability of the user shall not be affected by the fact that 
such loss or damage or injury to life may have arisen due to any act or 
default of any employee of the Port. The user shall also indemnify the 
Port for all liabilities under the Workmen’s Compensation Act 

FREE PERIOD IN SPECIAL CASES 

In addition to the normal free period specified, following shall also be 
allowed as free period; 

(a) , any period when the Commissioner of Customs/Head of the Customs 

Department at the Port certifies that the goods were detained for 
examination/test under Section 17 (1) of the Customs act, 1962 (52 of 
1962) read with Section 144 of the said act other than for the ordinary 
process of appraisement and that the detention was not attributable to 
any fault or negligence on part of the importers and exporters plus two 
working days . 

(b) . any period during which goods are detained by the Health Officer or 

any other officer duly authorised by him in this behalf by the Board 
of Trustees, Cochin Port Trust, before being destroyed. 

(c) any period during which the Port is unable to trace the package owing 
to congestion of accommodation, wrong sorting or incorrect tallying. 

This period will be reckoned from the day of the receipt of the enquiry 
for the package in the office of the Wharf Superintendent, to the day 
succeeding that on which the package is traced out, which fact will be 
announced by a notice affixed to the notice board in the concerned 
transit shed. 

(d) GOODS DETAINED FOR SURVEY : 

(i) Goods detained for survey and actually surveyed by the Steamer 
Agents or a recognised Surveyor authorised by them or by the Cochin 
Port Trust shall, on production of the certificate of survey, be allowed 
free storage accommodation for a period not exceeding seven days 
excluding Sunday(s) and Holiday(s) from the day following the 
complete discharge of the wharf cargo by the vessel concerned. 
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Provided that - 

a. the application for survey giving full details of the quantity, 
description, marks and numbers of goods to be detained for survey is 
received by the Traffic Manager within the free days prescribed for 
tranship goods. 

b. the actual survey is completed within the seven days thus allowed; 
and 

c. such goods are removed on or before the working days following that 
on which the survey was completed. 

iii. In respect of goods surveyed on the last free days, no demmurrage 
will be levied if such goods are removed on the next working day 
succeeding that on which they were surveyed. In the case of salved 
goods detained for survey, the seven days excluding Sunday(s) / 
Holiday(s) shall be calculated from the day following the notification 
of salvage by the Receiver of Wreck. 

D, REMOVAL CHARGES 

1. After the expiry of the free storage period, the goods are liable to be 
removed at the discretion of the Traffic Manager which shall attract the 
charges as per the schedule. 

2. Baggage or personal effects not accompanying passengers or seamen 
if landed at rnattancherry or Ernakulam Wharf shall be removed direct to 
overflow shed at rnattancherry Wharf and to the Baggage hall at 
Mattancherry / Ernakulam wharf and removal charge at Rs.50.00 (Rupees 
Fifty only) per cubic meter shall be recovered to compensate the extra lead 
involved in the removal of such charges from wharves. 

3. REMOVAL CHARGES WHEN ADJACENT BERTH(S) KEPT VACANT. 

Removal charges leviable on other consignments lying at the particular berth 
or adjacent berth / berths which cannot be cleared during the period when 
the adjacent berth / berths is / are kept vacant on account of the nature of 
cargo to be handled at the particular berth, or any other reason shall be borne 
by the respective consignee of the cargo requiring such a safeguard. 
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
